The 
Mayor had hoped that this money 
would be used to obtain the Inter- 
national Hotel through eminent 
domain powers and later sell 让 
back to a non-profit financial 
board composed of tenants and 
community leaders.

The resolution would then go to 
the full Boarqd for approval，Six 
votes are needed for the resolution 
to pass, Thus if the International 
Hotel can hold the six votes it re- 
ceived Monday, the Housing Au- 
thority will go ahead with emi- 
nent domain procedures to obtain 
the hotel. 


The Six votes to sustain Mos- 
cones veto came from Supervisors 
Dianne Eeinstein，Bob Mendel- 
sohn，John Molinari，Ron Pelosi， 
Bob Conzales and Alfred Nelder. 
All but the last two supervisors 
named had voted against the pub- 
lic service protection plan when t 


was initially brought before the 
board， 

Thus proponents of the public 
Service protection plan who went 
into the meeting needing only one 
more vote to Override the veto lost 
two votes instead. 


SURPRISE 

The nay vote of former police 
chief Al Nelder was thought by 
many as the big surprise. Since 
part of the pubjlic service protec- 
tion money would have gone to 
police services,， many observers in 
the crowd had assumed that he 
would vote to override the veto. 
Nelder himself had previously told 
a_ citizens action group that as a 
former police chief he would have 
to_ vote for more police services， 

“If this doesnt qualify for com- 
munity developing funding (refer- 
ring to the I-Hotel) I don't know 
what does; said Nelder during the 
discussion .

TheDawning of a 


New Erain China

A new era is dawning in China 
after the dqeath of Chairman Mao 
and is breaking out quickly 
through the downfall of Maos 
widow Chiang Ching. It Promises 
the full modernization of China's 
industry， _ agriculture， national 
defense，sciences and technology 
before the end of this century，as 
outlined by Chou En-lai in his 
report to _ the Fourth National 
People's Congress in January 1975. 
Along with this modernization， 
there will be gradual relaxation in 
the Party's restrictions on crea- 


tive works in the fieldqs of 
literature and art. 
Within the first decade of 


Communist administration， 
China had consolidated her social 
structure and laid down found- 
ations for the growth of a modern 
national economy,， The First 了 ive- 
Year Plan for economic develop- 
ment，covering the period from 
1953 to 1957， brought _ about 
impressive _ Successes in agrTi- 
cultural and industrial 
”production . 

However， by 1957，the rate of 
growth began to slow down with 
many fundamental problems 
cropping up without immediate 
solution.“ “There ， was ， also the 
political crisis between the Com: 
munist Partyand the nation's intel- 
ligentsia，which arose _ after Mao 
Tse-tung started，in 1956，the 
campaign of “Letting Hundred 
Flowers Bloom and “Hundred 
Schools of Thought Contend.” 

PURGCE 

As a result，the Party launched 
an ”anti-Rightist” campaign 
against those inside and outside 
the Party who had，under Maos 
repeated personal assurance for 
freedom of speech,， disagreed with 
or criticized -the Party bureau- 
cracy. This purge of hundreds of 
thousands of outspoken people 
silenced public opinion against the 
Party_ and substantiated the 
general suspicion of Maos 
sincexrity in initiating the 
“Hundred Flowers” movement， 
When he admitted that his motive 
was an “open conspiracy” to 
expose dissenters, he had heedless- 
ly defied one of the most impor- 
tant Confucian tenets of states- 
manship, that is,“peoples faith in 
their rulers.” 

The following quotation from 
Confucian Analects seermis ，still 
valid in present day politics: (A 
dialogue between Confucius and 
one of his disciples, Tse Kung.) 

1. Tse Kung asked about 
government， The Master said : 
“The requijsites of government are 
that there be sufficiency of food， 
sufficiency of military equipment， 
and the confidence of the people 
in their ruler.” 

2. Tse Kung said: “If iti cannot 
be helped, and one of these must 


be dispensed with, which of the 
three Shouldq be forsaken first?” 
“The_ military equipment, said 
the Master， 

3. Tse Kung again asked:“If 让 
cannot be helped, and one of the 
remaining two must be dispensed 
with，which of them should be 
foregone?” The Master answered : 
“Part with the food. From of old， 
death has been the lot of all men ; 
but 计 the people have no faith in 
their rulers，there is no standing 
for the state.” 

CONCEAL 

As a matter of fact， after 1957， 
Mao's credibility suffered tremen- 
dously among the intellectuals， 
who learned their painful lesson 
and began to conceal their true 
feelings for the Party.， Unfor- 
tunately this became the way of 
life for all people in mainljand 
China，til the death of Mao 
Tse-tung. 

Even before Mao's death, those 
young people who had not gone 
through_ the “Hundred Flowers” 
movement in 1956 courageously 


stood up against Maos wife 
Chiang Ching in April this year 
when she allegedljy tried to 


prevent them from mourning the 
death of Chou En-lai. 

The arrest of Chiang Ching 
signifies theending of Mao's era in 
China. It can be expected that the 
new leadership of the Party and 
the_ government will continue to 
quote Maos dicta as a matter of 
formality，to show their legi- 
timacy. At present, they are trying 
hard to portray Chiang Ching as 
Maos disobedient wife and a 
bouregeois ,betrayer of his cause， 
Though not many people- w 记 
seriously_ believe such accusations 
they will serve the present purpose 
of discrediting Chiang Ching as 
theradical leader. 

Latest reports from Peking show 
intentions of the Chinese govern- 
ment to step up industrial produc- 


tion, to expand foreign trade and. 


to lift the ban on some movies for 
immediate showing， JIn fact，a 
new film entitled - “Pioneers,” 
depicting the birth of the Taching 
Oilfield， which Chiang -Ching 
allegedly disapproved， is now 
being shown in some big cities of 
the country. It is also reported 
that some people have suggested 
to“let hundred flowers bloom” 
again，which means that there be 
general rehabilitation in jliter- 
ature and_ art. .Of course，the 
people want a true blooming of 
literature and art and not the 
repetition of the “Hundred 
Flowers”campaign under Mao in 
1956. All these indicate the dawn 
of anew era in China. 口 


Hua Kuo-feng is democratic in his 
style of work, unassuming and ap- 
proachable，good at uniting with 
comrades to work together, said 
the article.

Before the recent cornputer sale， 
the U.S. had permitted China to 
buy military equipment 一 in- 
cluding jet engines and heicopters 
一 from U.S allies _ like Britain， 
West Germany and Erance，The 
Sales could have been vetoed by 
the U.S. through a western comm- 
ittee to control export of strategic 
items to communist countries 一 
called COCOM 

But China wanted some mili- 
tary ,technology available only 
from the U.S$.，and in October 
1975“low-key”Chinese feelers to
